Now to take 
an occaſion of reſembling himſelfe unto Chriſt(which he doth more 
then once in his Gangrene *)and me unto the Devil,hechargeth me, 
that citing the former part of the ſentence, T leave out the latter : adding 
further, that bad I but named this latter part , it would bave been an 
evident confut ation of me. Let any ſober and intelligence man,but con- 
fider,what chat latter part of the ſentence #,how incongruous and ill- 
coherent with the former, and he will clearly fee, that ini omitting 
it, I rather caſt a covering upon his nakednelſc,then any way preju- 
dic'd him ; unlefle (haply) he counts this a prejudice to him, not to 
have his nakednefle and weaknefſe appeare to the world all over. 
But the latter part ofthe ſentence he ſpeaks of, the naming whereof 
would bave been ſo evident a confutation of me, is this ; that be may apply 
efficacionſly «woraivuem of the Propbeticall and Prieſtly office of Chriſt : 
he doth not affets the inward man and conſcience with ſpiritual puniſh- 
ment. Where,tirſt, it is obſervable, that himſelf,cicting here fo much 
of the latter part of the ſentence,as ( it ſeems) he have had me 
have cited in my Irnocencies Trixemph , leaves our the latter part of 
this latter part it ſelfe, viz. rhefe words ( diſtinguiſhed onely by a 
comma, from the former) neither is this inſtitmted of God, and ſantti- 
fied 5 the means for the deſtruttion of the fleſ, that the ſpirit may be ſa- 
ved in the day of Chriſt. So thatif Thave dealt by bim as the Devill did 
by Chriſt, meerly by citing the former pare of bis ſentence without the 
latter,he deales himſelfe by himſelfe as the Devil did by Chriſt (which 
is moreunnaturall ofthe two) yea hedeales by himlelfe, with a far 
more exaQ conformitie tothe patterne he ſpeaks of, the Devils dea- 
ling Chriſt, then _ charge againſt me could be juſt

Novwichttanding the man (in his Preface) is tumulcuoufly ini- 
portune for an anſwer to his Antpologie, and calls all the ſpeeches 
that have been given out by the Independents covering an anſwer to 
it, but meer flowzſhes and ſwelling was of vanity; as if ro talke of an- 
fwering him, were a ſwe/fing word of vanity, a word of rov much 
confidence to proceed from the monrh of a mortal man.

death; meane of conceiting himlelt like unto Paul and Jeſus Chriſt, 
in the courſe he ſtecr's againſt Sets and Errors! Andas for Calvin, 
Lit ber, and Auſtin, though theſe had much more fleſh and bloud in

the prophane world? Eſpecially when did any of theſe, ever publiſh 
ſuch a rhapſodie,:of looſe, light, lying reports and tales, all orthe 
greateſt part ofcthem calculated tor the ſhame of che Saints,and glo» 
ry of the Sons of Belial ? Or when did any of them deale ſo impor- 
runely or imperivully with thoſe, whom God had (et in Anthoritie 
over them, to cruſh the generation of the righteous,the lambs of Je- 
ſus Chriſt,under the names of Setaries,only becauſe in ſome things 
they held'not conformitie in judgemenc with them? I doe not all 
this while fay, that either Mr. Edward: writing, or printing, or 
preaching, againft errors, herelies, or SeQaries, is that, which fim- 
ply makes him unlike either unto Chriſt, or Paul, or thoſe others 
named ;, for doubtleſſe they did, interpretatiyely. at leaſt,all this;

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Intereſt, ro powre out themſelves in wrath and indignationupon 
all thoſe, whom te thinks good to make Delinquenes by his pen. 
Thirdly, His ſending forth of Emiſfaries(wherein,thorough a mil- 
take of the word Independents,in ſtead of Prerbyterians, he chargeth 
the Independents to reſemble the Jeſuites ) ro diſcover, and report 
unto him, the flips and weakneſſes of the ſervants of God.Fourthly, 
His inveteratenefſe, and Dragon-likeneſle of ſpirit , by which he 
manageth all his endeavours againſt Errors and Se&aries. Fifthly, 
His importune confidence,and overgrowne preſumption of his own 
parts, neng, knowledge. Sixthly, His drinking in wich ſo much 
ineffe, all, and all manner of reports, that are brought in to 

im, whether with ground or without, that will but make dirt to 
throw in the faces of thoſe,whoſe underſtandings are either longer 
or ſhorter then his , be they otherwiſe as deare to him whoſe Name 
3 jealows, as the apple of bis eze. Seventhly and laſtly , His virulent 
and viperous defigne,to preach the nakedneffc of the Saints,yea the 
nakednefle of vile and unworthy men (I meane their falſe,bafe,and 
putid ſuggeſtions againſt them )as their nakedneſſe,upon the houſe- 
top, and to call upon all the world to heare ; theſe things make 
him fo extremely unlike Jeſus Chriſt, and thoſe others whom he 
pretends to imitate, that that drop of reſemblance wherein he par- 
takes with them, is quite drown'd and ſwallowed up in this Great 
Ocean of difſimilitude.And let Mr. Edwards know,and let his Con- 
ſcience and Compeers know, that whatſoever he ſhall ſuffer, whe- 
ther from his SeQaries or ochers,in this bloudy negotiatidn,he ſhall 
ſuffer not as a Chriſtian, nor with Chriſt, but as a malefaftor and 
an evill doer. 8&4 
But I marvaile with what profound Oracle of policie'the' min 
conſulted with, abour the ticle of his book, calling it , A Catalogue 
and diſcovery of many Errors of the Seftaries.

Let friends. oe to wreck tooy ſo that enemies may bur 
wreck with them. For certainly,by this ticle he' makes.Prerbyterians
